— Eight Hundred Freemeu in Council 

At a mau meeting of the citizens of Camp- 
bell county, without respect to party, favora- 
ble to the peaceful solution of our present dif- 
ficulties, and in favor of tho neutrality of 
Kentucky, held at the Court-house in Alexan- 
dria, Ky., on the '2d day of September, lbOl, 
on motion, 

.ludga F. A. Boyd was called to the chair, 
and James A. Baker and Ben Beall were ap- 
pointed Secretaries. » 

The objects of the meeting being explained 
by the chairman, the following persons were 
appointed a Committee on Resolutions:

"Whkkkas, wo deeply and sincerely de- 1 
plore the unhappy dissensions which distract 
par country, yet conscious that Kentucky and 
her people are guiltless of any act tending or 
aiding to bring about the present melancholy I 
state of affairs, having been unwilling in the 1 
past, nnd being still unwilling to engage in 
shedding the blood or desolating the homes of ! 
our lyrefhren, eithcr,North or South, fully be- 1 
tiering that, from the peculiar topographical ' 
position of Kentucky, tiny departure upon her 
part from the position of strict neutrality 
would transfer to her soil the whole brunt of. 
the contest, with all its horrid and frightful | 
accompaniments, thus inflicting upon the 
most innocent of all the States the direst pun- 
ishment, and firmly convinced that our just 
duty as a people is the protection of our own 
firesides and domestic altars ; therefore 

"BfMfeeof, That we. citizens of tho county 
of Campbell, appeal to the General Assembly 
now in session, to rej-ist any attempt, from 
whatever source, to pluce Kentucky in the 
absolute support of the Administration of 
IVcsident Lincoln, in its coercive policy upon 
the seceded States, on the one hand or on the 
other, to precipitate the State into palpable 
disloyalty to the Federal Union. 

"RV.so/iW, That we deny the authority of 
the President of the United Slates to march 
an armed force into the State of Kentucky, to 
control the legitimate exercise of her sover- 
eignty or to establish military encampments 
Upon her soil, except by the consent or "Bp- 
plication of the Legislature or of the Exeotl- 
tive;" and if such acts have been done by 
the President, we affirm it to be the duty of 
the Legislature or Executive to take the 
proper steps to counteract them, peaceably if 
possible, but otherwise if necessary. 

"T&tsohied, That wo lament the war that 
exists between the Government of the United 
Slates and the '</« JaHo Government of the 
Confederate' States; that we have been, and 
vet are, apposed to the secession of Kentucky 
from the Federal Union; but, in accordance 
with the often-declared position of the Union 
party of tho State, we are opposed to coer- 
cion ; 'that a Union to be maintained by force 
is not such an one as our fathers made, and is 
not worth preserving;' and we would prefer 
a separation, deplorable as that would be, to 
the continuation of this war ; that in sepa- 
ration we may have prouiiso of a reconstruc- 
tion of the Union upon a permanent basis, 
but in war we can see nothing but prostration 
to the best interests of all sections, and death 
to constitutional liberty. 

"RpWivrf, That we respectfully request our 
Senator, K. T. Baker, and our Representa- 
tives, George P. Webster and Cyrus Camp- 
bell, to vote against any levy of men or 
money for the prosecution of the war now 
prostrating the country, and to use all honor- 
able means to defeat the passage of any meas- 
ures having a like object, and to maintain, by 
their votes and influence in the General As- 
sembly, the attitude of strict neutrality to the 
end of the contest. 

-\\< .mired, That we approve of the Peace 
Convention proposed to be held at Frankfort 
on the 10th inst., and that we appoint dele- 
gates to the same. 

Hintaagj That we recommend to the Con- 
vention to be held at Frank lort to call a gen- 
i eral Peace Convention of all the States, to be 

holden at Louisville on the day of , 

to take into consideration the present un- 
happy condition of the country, and adi.pt 
such measures as may be best calculated to 
result in the restoration of peace and the re- 
orgapization of tho Government, or peaceful 
separation.''

Want ov Quinine. — A Philadelphi jour- 
nal anticipates great distress at. the South for 
want of quinine. It foresees with the rare sa- 
gacity that always distinguishes the journals 
of the city of brotherly love, a great adjunct 
for the North in this great deficiency in the 
Southern materia medica. It says: "When 
the fall fevers visit the rebels, the want of 
this indispensable drug will be most seriously 
felt. It should be so managed that none of it 
could fall into Southern hands." 

Really this journal is an apt imitator of Mr. 
Perceval, who gravely enumerated the strait- 
ening of their materia metiica as one of the 
inconveniences likely to incline tho French 
to peace. The inimitable Peter Plymley has 
embalmed the memory of this plan thus, and 
we commend it to this Philadelphia journal: 
'•At what period was this great plan of con- 
quest and constipation developed? In whose 
mind was the idea of destroying the pride and 
the plasters of France first engendered .' With- 
out castor oil, they might for some months to 
be sure, have carried on a lingering war; but 
can they do without bark and quinine? Will 
the people live under a government whore 
antimonial powders • cannot bo procured? 
Will they bear the loss of mercury? There's 
the rub. Depend upon it, the absence of the 
materia medica will soon bring them to their 
senses, and the cry of Bourbon and bolus 
burst forth from the Baltic to the Mediter- 
ranean.'

The Peaco Convention. 
The reader will And the official report of 
tin: proceedings of the Peace Convention else- 
where in the?o columns. AVe havo neither 
time nor space at command for any extended 
comments, even if any were necessary. The 
resolutions speak for themselves, and require 
no exposition. We think they express the 
real sentiments and feclinsrs of a vast majority 
of the people of Kentucky. Their desire to 
preserve the neutrality and peace of the State 
and to hold her in position to interpose her 
mediatorial offices between the belligerents, 
hns been earnest and honest. They have not 
thrice signified their will at tho polls for 
any purpose of delusion. They have not 
declared for neutrality between tho belliger- 
ents in order to aid one of them in subjugat- 
ing the other. They have not declared for 
peace, meaning to make war. They havo not 
offered their mediation as n snare to entrap 
one of tho belligerents for tho benefit of an- 
other. 

They assumed the attitude of neutrality in its 
universally understood sense, and we believe 
they will require their representatives in every 
department of the State Government to exe- 
cute their will. They offer the mediation of 
the Stato between the belligerents, because 
tbey believe, what all thinking men know, 
that the continuance of the war will not only 
not restore the Federal Union, but will utterly 
destroy it, and therefore, the people of Ken- 
tucky say to both sides — cease this lamenta- 
ble strife. 

It is in the power of the Kentucky Legis- 
lature, in one hour, this day, to prese'vo the 
neutrality and peace of the State and to pre- 
sent her in tho sublime attitude of a mediator, 
by so declaring by solemn resolution, and re- 
questing both belligerents to retire from our 
soil. That is the last hope of peace, so far as 
we can see, that remains to us.

Exhibition Postponed. — We are requested 
to state that the Board of Directors of the 
State Agricultural Society have determined to 
postpone the Fair, which was to have been 
holden next week in the vicinity of this city, 
upon the ground of the Southwestern Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical Society, until the fall 
of 18G2 The board havo adopted this course 
in consequence of the dangers which threaten 
the public and of the great stringency in 
monetary affairs.— -Lou.

EVENING SESSION. 
The Convention assembled ace 
adjournment, when Col. AA'm. 1 
the committee on resolutions mi 
lowing report which was adopted u' 
ly: 

WHEREAS, We, the delegates of the people 
from all parts of the State in popular Conven- 
tion assembled, without distinction of past 
party organization, havo met together at a 
period of profound interest nnd public dan- 
ger, to consider the best means of preserving 
the peace of the Commonwealth, and secur- 
ing our own rights and liberties unimpaired; 
therefore 

Resolved, That every material interest of 
Kentucky, as well as the highest dictates of 
patriotism, demand that peace should be 
maintained within her borders, and this Con- 
vention solemnly pledges tho honor of its 
members to do all in their power to promote 
this end. 

2. That it is tho deliberate sense of this 
Convention, and it is believed of an over- 
whelming majority of the people of Kentucky, 
that the best and perhaps the only mode of 
effecting this great object, is by adhering strict- 
ly, rigidly, and impartially, to her chosen and 
often declared position of neutrality, during 
the existence of the deplorable war now rag- 
ing between the sections; taking sides neither 
with the Government nor with the seceding 
States, and declaring horsoil must be preserv- 
ed inviolato from tho armed occupation of 
either. 

3. That the organization and presence upon 
the territory of Kentucky of a military force 
of cither of the belligerents, is a violation of 
the neutrality indorsod by the people, and we 
believe can be attended with none other than 
the most fatal and disastrous results ; nnd in 
that belief we earnestly advise tho immediate 
removal by the proper authorities of all such 
force from the limits of the State. 

4. That it is the deliberate judgment 
of this Convention, and they believe of more 
than two-thirds of the people of Kentucky, 
that "the policy of coercion is wild and sui- 
cidal, promising only to deluge the land with 
blood, and dissolve the Union irretrievably in 
the crimson tide; 1 ' and they therefore earn- 
estly invoke good and true men of all par- 
ties, the patriots nnd lovers of liberty, both 
North and South, to exert every influence to 
bring about a cessation of hostilities, in order 
that n fair and honest effort may be made to 
agree on terms for a permanent peace. 

6. That it is the deepest conviction of their 
hearts that this is not less demanded by the 
interests of humanity and the dictates of pa- 
triotism, than by the preservation of that lib- 
erty which they so highly prize, and upon 
which such fearful inroads have already been 
made. 

6. That the late act of Congress confis- 
cating property and emancipating slaves as a 
penalty for the crime of the owner, is a gross 
and palpable violation of the Constitution of 
the United States, and justly alarming to the 
freemen of Kentucky. If such power exists, 
Congress may, with equal right, annex the 
penalty of emancipation to every violation of 
any of its laws. 

7. That we should not consider ourselves 
faithful sentinels of liberty, if we failed to 
raiseour voice in unqualified condemnation of 
the open and flagrant violation of the Consti- 
tution of tho United States by the President, 
in arrogating to himself powers vested by 
that compact of Union exclusively in Con- 
gress; bv increasing the regular army and 
navy, and calling out volunteers for three 
years; by regulating at his own will and 
pleasure commerco between the States; by 
blockading ports without any declaration of 
war by Congress; by the suspension of the 
writ of habeas corpus, the bulwark of Ameri- 
can liberty; and exercising powers which 
neither lie nor Congress possesses; by author- 
izing bis military commanders to proclaim 
martial law, to arrest persons arbitrarily 
without a legal warrant, to imprison whomso- 
ever they please without their conviction of 
any crime, to deny them a speedy public tri- 
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al, and to dismiss the police officers of cities, 
and appoint others in their place; by fetter- 
ing the ffeedonuit commerce of a State with- 
in its own bo^Hs; by suppressing newspa- 
pers and p'ros^HIng the mail of the United 
titatesf by reful^Vthcm transportation, thus 
estroying thaHKedom of the press; by in- 
dnging tJn; s right to bear arms; ami

Kentucky to vote 
money for the prosecution of tho civil war 
now pending, or to tax the people of the State 
or augment its debt for a purpose so unwise, 
and for a cause so hopeless, as the military 
subjugation of the Confederate States. 

10. That having first secured the neutrality 
of Kentucky, we advise the union of nil good 
men, for the purpose of producing peace be- 
tween the belligerent parties on the best 
practicable basis, maintaining the honor and 
embracing the interests of each. 

11. That for this purpose we recommend 
a truce between the belligerents, und the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners by the United 
States and the Confederate States, to treat for 
a permanent peace. 

12. That the exercise of powers by the Pres- 
ident not warranted by the Constitution of 
the United States, upon thejdea of necessity, 
is a precedent too dangerous to the liberties 
of the people to bo sanctioned or indorsed by 
them. 

Upon motion of Mr. Harvie, the chair ap- 
pointed a committee composed of Gov. C. S. 
Morehead, of Jefferson county ; Gen. Lucius 
Desha, of Harrison county ; Capt. Lewis E. 
Harvie, of Louisville City; Gov. John Q. A. 
King, of McCrncken county, nnd Colonel 
Thomas B. Stevenson, of Mason county, 
to prepare an address to the people of Ken- 
tucky, based upon the prinoiplcsof the resolu- 
tions adopted by this Convention. 

Mr. Cissell offered the following resolution, 
which was ndoptcd : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Conven- 
tion be tendered to the members of the House 
of Representatives for the permission of the 
use of this hall in which to hold this Conven- 
tion. 

After very able nddresscs from Hon. AVm. 
Preston and R. AV. AVolley, Esq., the Conven- 
tion adjourned until 7J o'clock P. M.

Have we Federal Military Officers in the Ken- 
tucky Legislature. 

Sec. 27 of article second of the new Consti- 
tution of Kentucky, read*, in part, as follows : 
"No person while he holds or exercises any 
office of profit under this Commonwealth, or 
uniler tho Government of the United States, 
shall be eligible to the General Assembly, 
except attorneys at law, justices of the peace, 
anil militia officers." 

It was a great oversight that the provision 
was not extended to n prohibition of the ac- 
ceptance by members of the Legislature, after 
t heir election, of any office under the Govern- 
ment of the United States, for at least one 
year after tho period for which such persons 
were elected to the Legislature. 

Had we such a provision now, or was the 
section above quoted obeyed in its true spirit, 
there would be less exhibition of war spirit 
in and about the. Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Kentucky Legislature. 

AVe have beard curiosity expressed by sev- 
eral people to know how many members are 
holding or have been exercising the offices of 
colonels and other offices under the United 
States, or have the promise of such offices. 

H4n in their condition ought to have their 
opinions for peace much respected! They 
thinkso, but wedon't. AVe would as soon trust 
the smile of a hyena as evidence of harmlcss- 
ness. as we would trust the peace of the State 
in the bauds of such men.

Letter from Hason. 

Mayslick, Mason County, Ky.. \ 
Sept. 9th, 1861./ 

Editors Yeoman: To-day has been a glo- 
rious one to the people of this county. It 
seemed that everybody, far and near, were 
present, in order to hear Kentucky's favorite 
son. AVe think that there were at least eight 
thousand persons present. 

Capt. Simms first addressed the vast con- 
course of people, in a speech of about two 
hours duration. It had a powerful effect up- 
on those who heard it. Every body was for 
peace and tho neutrality of the State, and op- 
posed to the encampments now being formed 
in the State by Master Lincoln, and are look- 
ing with anxious hearts to the Legislature for 
prompt and decisive action upon Ihc subject; 
and should the Legislature fail or refuse to 
order them out of the State, they had better 
never return to their constituents. 

I will here not attempt togiveyou anything 
like a synopsis of the speeches, as a full re- 
port will be given you. 

After Capt. Simms, Col. Geo. B. Hodge ad- 
dressed the meeting in one of his most mas- 
terly efforts. He was very frequently cheered 
by the vast assembly. 

Afterdinncr, every body rushed to the stand 
to hear the gifted orator, John C. Breckin- 
ridge, and for near three hours he seemed to 
hold every ear, and a more logical and con- 
vincing speech I never heard from mortal 
man. I don't think many persons left the 
ground without being almost persuaded. Let 
the ball roll on, and in a short time there will 
be very few Lincolnites left in Kentucky.

8@~The following communication is from 
tho pen of a distinguished Union man. Let 
the men of tlie Union party heed its solemn 
warnings: 

IFor the Yeoman.] 
Usurpations and Tyranny of Lincoln's Rule. 

Notwithstanding the great care and pain« 
taken by the fraiuers of tho Constitution of 
the United States to guard tho rights of per- 
nor and of property against the "necessities'' 
tint usurpers and tyrants always found con- 
venient to destroy ; and notwithstanding the 
cire to include, as a principle not to be mis- 
taken, that property of every kind should be 
fr«e of confiscation, except for the life of the 
owner, even in war, as shown in my former 
article, we have seen the Constitution wholly 
diircgardcd, ridiculed, contemned, even by 
our own people, upon tho streets of our Capi- 
tal. 

To show, further, how jealous our fathers 
were in having the rights intended to be se- 
cured under our Government placed beyond 
tb.3 contingency of "necessity," and other 
liuxims of war, amendments were required 
to be made to the Constitution declaring that 
"Congress should make no law respecting an 
es ahiishmetit of religion, or prohibiting tho 
free exercise thereof; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble and to petition the 
Goternment for a redress of grievances." 
"The rights of the people to keep and bear 
arms, should not be infringed." 

"The right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
should not bo violated; and no warrants 
should issuo but upon probable cause, sup- 
ported by oath or affirmation, and particu- 
larly describing the place to be searched and 
the person or thing to be seized." 

"Ho soldier should be quartered in time of 
peace in nnv house, without the consent of the 
owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner 
to bo prescribed by law." 

These are as many of the amendments as 
we can notice to-day. In each and every one 
of them, it is manifest the framers of the Con- 
stitution were attempting and intending to 
define so unmistakably rights of persons and 
property not to be infringed in peace or war, 
that no military men, or civil ones either, 
could misunderstand their purpose. 

If any man talked wildly or extravagantly 
against the policy of the Govern men t or officer* 
thereof; if any published falsehoods against 
either or both, the talk nor publication was 
to be denominated treason, or any other of- 
fense operating to give power to officers 
or government to silence the one or stop the 
other. Errors, falsehood, abuse, and ai'er.v 
other thing against the government, w 
tcr to be tolerated than that usurpers a' 
rants should have, under any pretext*! 
right to silenco individuals or miMrzlt 
press. Have our people so soon foi-gottenvtfre 
commotion raised against the elder Adams 
when President, about the alien and sedition 
laws? He was put down by the American 
people, because of those laws, so violative of 
the spirit of the Constitution. Were he now 
alive, he might be astonished to see that a 
successor of bis not only assumed to set aside 
laws and constitution, but found even in the 
capital of Kentucky, apologists and lustlflert. 

Men are bastiled for talking, and presses 
are silenced at the point of the bayonet, for 
printing articles that simply advocate peace; 
and wo hear it argued as a justification, that 
it is time enough to talk of having tho usur- 
pers punished when rebellion shall have been 
put down. 

Have we forgotten those glorious maxims 
we used to respect: 

"That error may be tolerated when reason 
is left free to combat it." 

And that other most true one, "The price 
of liberty is eternal vigilance.' 1 

By the old common law. a man's house was 
denominated his castle, and none had a right 
to enter without his consent. l!ut this did 
keep a despot's soldiers from violating its sanc- 
tity on pretexts of necessity, nor prevent the 
seizure of the owner's person or property when 
State policy demanded either. 

Our fathers meant to "write it in the book," 
that no man should lie arrested, nor his house 
searched, without warrant; and no warrant 
shall issue but upon probable cause, support- 
ed by oath or affirmation. 

Talk not of secession and revolution, nor of 
the bad conduct of those of the Southern 
States engaged in both; for while they deny 
our Constitution as their rule and guide, and 
have made one of their own, they are doing 
civil liberty no greater wrong, to say the 
most of it, than the present administration 
and" their supporters are doing; for they are 
leaving not a vestige of the old Constitution 
remaining under their vandal hands. 

Again I say, if the rebellion cannot be put 
down without trampling under foot the Con- 
stitution of the United States — without sus- 
pending the reign of the laws, it were bettor 
ten thousand times over, in my judgment, 
that the Confederates should be acknowledged, 
and a treaty of peaee be made with them. 
For if human experience and human history 
be not false, while we are sanctioning the dis- 
regard of all our dearest rights, under tho 
pretext that it is necessary to put down the 
revolution in the South, when we find that 
revolution closed and the rebels on their knees, 
it will bo to a military rule which will invent 
a necessity, if need be, to take arms from our 
hand-; to quarter troops in our houses with- 
out law — will require us to worship ns they 
will, nay, may need all the property we pos- 
sess,' and can, if need be, find treason in our 
looks and in our words, however plain and 
simple, to justify their taking it. 

Young men of Kentucky, beware of the 
peace Legislators who carry military com- 
missions in their pockets, and be not led to 
tho slaughter for their glory and military 
renown. Stand aloof and let the Irrepressi- 
bles go out of our State; and if they will do as 
the Kilkenny's did, our people will be the 
gainers when, they are gone. UXIOX.

Editors Louisville Courier: I regret to 
have to say that my dispntcln's for tho Cou- 
rier, handed in at the telegraph office yester- 
day evening, wcro received by the agent, de- 
tained until this ,morning, and then rejected. 
On inquiring of the agent concerning his re- 
fusal to transmit them, he informed me that 
he had orders from tho Senate Union Com- 
mittee to suppress them. Of course, that self- 
constituted committee had my dispatch un- 
der its censorship, and doubtless have a copy 
of it. I am only sorry that the rest of man- 
kind could not get to see it. It is useless for 
me to express my indignation and contempt 
for such a procedure. Siich things are be- 
coming to be of a daily occurrence under Lin- 
coln's Constitutional Government, and it is 
worse than useless for us to murmur about, 
our rights, when that tyrannical Government 
don't acknowledge that we have any. From 
this we arc to learn that the telegraph is un- 
der tho control of the Unionists, and that we 
are to be denied the uso of it. 



The Occupation of Columbus by the Confeder- 
ates — The Season for it — A Proposition for 
Peace--A Ray of Hope. 

Yesterday we learn Major-General Polk, 
commanding the Confederate forces on the 
Mississippi, informed Gov. Magoffin by tele- 
graph of his occupation of Hickman and 
Columbus, and the reasons for a step so grave 
and momentous. 

He says his movement was based on relia- 
ble information received by him, that the 
Federal forces were preparing to at once take 
possession of these important strategic points; 
thatrtho importance of these positions to the 
defenes of Western Tennessee and the safety 
of his command in his opinion made it ncccs- 
sarv that he should anticipate their move- 
ments; and that the correctness of the intel- 
ligence on which ho acted is corroborated by 
the fact that when he reached Columbus the; 
Federals were drawn up in force on the op- 
posite side of the river, ready to cross. Gen. 
Folk closes his communication to the Gover- 
nor, with a proposition, in substance, that tho 
Confederate forces and the Federal forces 
shall be simultaneously withdrawn from Ken- 
tucky, the belligerents giving reciprocal guar- 
antees that the neutrality of Kentucky shall 
be respected. 

That Gen. Polk was correctly informed is 
proved bevond peradventurc by tho extracts 
from the Cairocorrespondenceof the Chicago 
Times, elsewhere printed, in w hich tho in- 
tention of the Federals to invade Kentucky 
is frankly stated, and it is distinctly announc- 
ed that the movement had been on hand for 
some days prior to the 6th inst., when the let- 
tor was dated. Tho Federals, determined to 
violate yet more grossly than they had done 
the neutrality of the State, were, ns stated by 
Gen. Polk, preparing to seize the important 
points in Western Kentucky to which we 
have referred, and the Confederates, inform- 
ed reliably of this contemplated movement- 
by prompt action barely anticipated their ene, 
mies. • 

This is the truth of the matter. Whether 
Tennesseo acted wisely or well is another 
question, but the General commanding the 
Confederate forces occupied the points alluded 
to, not because be wished to violate the neu- 
trality of this State, but because his enemies 
and ours, having already armed men on our 
soil, were preparing to take a position which 
commands to some extent the city of Mem- 
phis and Western Tennesse. 

l!^jh parties may have acted wrong or 
hastrjgr— the practical question is, can the 
statutano be restored, and peace maintained T 
If so.jhow ? 

Blood has not been shed. It may beaverted. 
Let it be done if possible. It may now 'be 
understood beyond controversy, that the Con- 
federate States will meet the Federal troops 
sent here to attack them with man for man. 
^Tliis subjects us to art the calamities of a war 
"bitter and remorseless beyond anything that 
lifts prccecded it. No man not at heart dis- 
loyal to his State wants this condition of af- 
fairs brought about. Then let us all rise 
above party or selfish considerations and act 
like men not totally demented. Let the Leg- 
islator* demand that the forces of both parties 
be withdrawn. We believe such a demand 
will be Complied with by both parties. If 
so, thestorm will have passed over, ami theState 
is safe. If either or both shall refuse, then 
let the people of the State bo united against 
either or both ns the case maybe; and thus, 
at least, our own citizens will not be compell- 
ed to cut each other's throats in fratricidal 
war. We trust the Governor will recom- 
mend this course to the Legislature at once. 
If he don't doit, we hope the Legislature will 
by prompt action save the State. It does 
seem to us that this is the last chance. We 
cannot believe our Representatives will mad- 
ly throw it away. Now we may have real 
neutrality and peace — the alternative is war, 
and war all over the State, and war to the 
knife. — Lou. Courier, Wl/i. 



"Havo We a Traitor Among Us?— An Ohio 
Quartermaster Corresponding with Traitors." 

Under the above heading we found the fol- 
lowing in yesterday's Gazette: 

"We published in our last issue a series ofin- 
tercepted letters, showing tho manner in which 
the interests of the Government have been be- 
trayed by its servants, the superintendents of 
public armories and workshops having suppli- 
ed the rebels with all the munitionsof war they 
could desire. The New York Post, from 
which we copied the letters nbovo referred to, 
has since given more of tho same sort.

'J. That the abandonment of the doctrine of 
neutrality by the Union party of Kentucky, 
and the styling it nonsense, is a virtual aban- 
donment of all the good that ever was in the 
party. 

3. That unconditional unionism, asexplain- 
cd by tho self-styled Union party, means an 
unconstitutional submission to all the usurpa- 
tions of tho Administration ; which were 
unanimously adopted by tho meeting. 

The meeting was addressed by Col. Thos. 
L. Jones and F A. Boyd in able and patriot- 
ic speeches.

Largo Meeting in Hardin County. 

At a large meeting of the citizens of Hardin 
county, held in Elizabethtown on Saturday, 
Aug. 81st., on motion of W. D. Vertrees, 
Esq., Hon. John L. Helm was called to the 
Chair, and Jno. Graham and Col. Thos. W. 
Patton appointed Vice Presidents, and Robert 
English Secretary. 

The Chair, in a few words, stated the object 
of the meeting to be to raise the voice of Har- 
din county for a speedy and honorable peace, 
to protest against the payment of any portion 
of the direct tax recently levied by Congress 
for the prosecution of the war, and to insist 
on the firm maintenance of Kentucky's neu- 
trality. 

On" motion, tho following centlemcn were 
appointed a Committee to draft resolutions ap- 
propriate for the occasion : 

Oapt Martin H. Cofor, Gen. II. E. Read, 
W. I). Vertrees, J. W. Hays, John Dillard, 
John English, E. Hansboro, John Duvall. 
and J. B. Haydon, who retired and reported 
the following, which were adopted by the 
large meeting without one dissenting voice: 

Whereas, That the people of Hardin 
deeply and earnestly deplore the destruction 
of our national Union, once so sure a guaran- 
tee of civil, political, and religious liberty; 
that wo would hail its restoration on terms of 
fairness and equality as a great boon to us 
and to our posterity; but no longer hoping 
for the accomplishment of an end so desirable, 
especially while the policy of preserving or 
restoring the Cnion by force is pursued, and 
being mindful of the blessings of peace and 
profoundly solicitous to retain them in Ken- 
tucky, and avoid the horrors of the further 
prosecution of an expensive, bloody, and de- 
vastating civil war, and above all, to preserve 
the rich heritage of constitutional liberty de- 
scended to us from a wise and patriotic ances- 
try, and with the hope that the voice of peace 
may yet be heard by the two sections of a 
dissevered and distracted country but especially 
that we may contribute to maintain peace and 
prevent the effusion of fraternal blood to our 
own beloved State, do 

Jiesolrr, That we enter our most solemn 
protest against the further prosecution of the 
existing war between the North and South, 
and demand of those representing ns in the 
Congress of the United States and the Legis- 
lature of Kentucky that they do all in their 
power to secure a speedy cessation of hostili- 
ties and an honorable peace, for the following 
reasons: / 

1. Because such a course is demanded alike 
by Christianity, humanity, and civilization. 

2. Because the end for which the war is 
prosecuted, to- wit: tho preservation of the 
Union by force, is neither possible nor desir- 
able. 

3. Because if the preservation of the Union 
by force wcro po-sible, it must be attained 
over the ruins of the Constitution and of pop- 
ular liberty, both North and South, as is al- 
ready most clearly shown by the unauthor- 
ized and illegal acts of tho Administration, 
Committed in the first four months of actual 
hostilities, during which time we have beheld 
the Administration taking gigantic strides to- 
wards centralization and despotism, viz: 

1. Calling into the service of the United 
States, by mere proclamation of the President, 
large numbers of soldiers for three years, and 
by large additions to the standing army, 
when, by express provision of the Constitu- 
tion, this power belongs exclusively to Con- 
gress.

8. The arrest and imprisonment o.' 
for no other offense than that they

7. The blockade of ports, rivers, and 
roads, and, indeed, of every other nvonue by 
which the people of nearly half the States ad- 
mitted to be loyal reach their accustomed mar- 
kets. 

8. The deposing of the officials elected by 
the free people of Baltimore and Washington, 
and the substitution therefor of military rulers 
appointed by the officers of tho General Gov- 
ernment. 

9. The declaration of martial law in Mis- 
souri and New Mexico. 

10. The forcible seizure of private papers 
and search of private houses, without war- 
rant or other legal proceedings, when the 
Constitution expressly declares "the rights of 
the people to be secure in tho persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
searches or seizures, shall not be violated." 

11. The seizure of private arms, the right 
to keep and wear which, the Constitution de- 
clares, "shall not be infringed." 

12. The arrest and imprisonment of men 
and women, on mere suspicion, without war- 
rant, charges, or proof, and the detention of 
tho person thus arrested without the privilege 
of trial, in violation of the Constitution, which 
doclnres : "In all criminal prosecutions the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy pub- 
lic trial." 

13. The suppression of newspapers and the 
seizure or destruction of printing presses, of- 
fices, &c, and the arrest and imprisonment of 
citizens for uttering sentiments obnoxious to 
those in power, in disregard of the Constitu- 
tion, which declares: "Congress shall make 
no law abridging the freedom of speech or of 
the press." 

14. Denying to citizens not in the military 
or navnl service of the Government, the con- 
stitutional right of trial by jury, and the sub- 
stitution therefor of trial by court martial. 

Iiesotrcrt, That we protest against tho pay- 
ment of Kentucky's quota of tho direct tax 
levied by Congress to pay a part of the ex- 
penses of the present war, because the purpose 
to which said tax is to be applied, to-wit : in 
warring on sovereign States and a free peo- 
ple, being unconstitutional, all 1 he means to 
that end are also unconstitutional, and for the 
further reasons, that tile Government having 
blockaded and cut oft' our trade, we will be 
unable to pay it; and Kentucky having by 
divers means and in divers ways declared her 
neutrality between the North and South, she 
cannot consistently furnish either the means 
of warring on the other, and we demand of 
our Representative in the Legislature now, 
and throughout his term, to redeem his pledge 
made to the people", that he would do all in 
his power to prevent the collection of said 
tax. 

Itesolrrd, That if the Legislature shall un- 
dertake to assume the payment of Kentucky's 
part of tho tax by creating a State loan, fhe 
question ought of right, and according to the 
Constitution of Kentucky, to be submitted to 
a vote of the people, and we instruct our Sen- 
ator and Representative so to vote, pledging 
ourselves to faithfully abide the popular ver- 
dict on the subject. 

Resolved, That humanity. Christianity, and 
civilization, alike forbid that we should, as 
citizens, allow our political differences to lead 
us to outrages to each other's persons, prop- 
erty, or families, and we each pledge the other 
that while others adjust their political differ- 
ences by civil strife, we will abstain from 
every violation of personal property, or po- 
litical rights, and to our best ability sustain 
law and order in our midst. 

Resolved, That we protest in the name of 



peace and good order, against the occupation* 
of Kentucky's soil by either Federal oi Con- 
federate troops, as violative of Kentucky's 
neutrality, and as leading, inevitably, to civil 
war in the State. 

Resolved, That we send hearty greetines to 
those true patriots at the North, and in all 
the States who are now nobly pleading for 
an honorable peace. They have our earnest 
wish for aiccess, and our warmest sympathies' 
for thein patriotic devotion amid mobs and 
violence,' to the cause of human happiness and 
freedom. 

Resolved, That all Southern Rights men of 
Hardin county be appointed delegates to the 
Convention to meet in Frankfurt on the 10th 
of SeptAihjpr.
